
What is claimed is: 



1. a\ method of drawing a randomly changing image of an 
obj act, compicising : 

est^lishing a drawing pattern of said object, said 
drawing pattern including a plurality of extraction areas, 
each extraction\area including a portion of said drawing pat- 
tern; 

extractiVig said portion of said drawing pattern from 
one of said extractV-on areas; 

combining \ said extracted portion of said drawing 
pattern and a mask pattern to draw a composite image; and 

repeating said extracting and combining steps for a 
next extraction area JAocated at a predetermined distance in a 
defined direction from a previous extraction area. 

2. A method accorJ^ing to claim 1, further comprising: 
randomly select\ng said mask pattern from a plural- 
ity of mask patterns. 

3. A method according to claim 1, wherein said next ex- 
traction area is adjacent s^aid previous extraction area for 
each repeating step. 

4 . A method of drawinA a revised image including a 
shimmering image in a background^ image, comprising: 

randomly altering a po:^ion of said background image 
to generate an altered image; 

combining said altered linage and a mask pattern to 
generate a composite image j 

combining said composite imfege and a remaining por- 
tion of said background image to draw s^id revised image; and 



repeating said randomly altering step and said 
combining steps . 

5. A m^hod according to claim 4, wherein said randomly 
altering step comprises: 

capturing said portion of said background image as a 
texture image ano drawing said texture image in a predeter- 
mined texture are^- 

randomly \ selecting an animation pattern from a 
plurality of animatAon patterns; and 

altering said texture image according to said se- 
lected animation pattern to form said altered image. 

6. A method of \drawing a randomly changing image of an 
object and a shimmerimg image around said randomly changing 
image, comprising: \ 

randomly altering a portion of a background image to 
generate an altered imagey 

combining said altered image and a mask pattern to 
draw a composite image; \ 

combining said composite image and a remaining por- 
tion of said background image to generate a revised image; 

establishing a drawUng pattern of said object, said 
drawing pattern including a ^plurality of extraction areas, 
each extraction area including ^ portion of said drawing pat- 
tern; \ 

extracting said portionXof said drawing pattern from 
one of said extraction areas; \ 

combining said extracted \ portion of said drawing 
pattern and another mask pattern to generate another composite 
image; \ 
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combining said another composite image and said re- 
vised image t6 draw a combined image; and 

repealing said extracting step, said step of combin- 
ing said extracted portion and said another mask, and said 
step of combining ^aid another composite image and said second 
image for a next extraction area located at a predetermined 
distance in a defil^.ed direction from a previous extraction 
area . 

7. A method according to claim 6, wherein said randomly 
altering step comprises: 

capturing saioi portion of said background image as a 
texture image and drawling said texture image in a predeter- 
mined texture area; 

randomly selecting an animation pattern from a 
plurality of animation patterns; and 

altering said te>ature image according to said se- 
lected animation pattern to norm said altered image. 

8. A method according to claim 6, further comprising: 
randomly selecting s>^id another mask pattern from a 

plurality of mask patterns 

9. An apparatus for drawing a randomly changing image 
of an object, comprising; 

means for establishing a ^drawing pattern of said ob- 
ject, said drawing pattern including a plurality of extraction 
areas, each extraction area including a portion of said draw- 
ing pattern; 

means for extracting said p<iirtion of said drawing 
pattern from one of said extraction area^s such that said one 
extraction area is advanced by a predetermined distance in a 
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defined directiV^n after each extraction; and 

means \f or combining said extracted portion of said 
drawing pattern alad a mask pattern to draw a composite image. 

10. An imag^ drawing apparatus according to claim 9, 
further comprising: \ 

means for Vrandomly selecting said mask pattern from 
a plurality of mask patterns. 

11. An apparatus for drawing a revised image including a 
shimmering image in a background image, comprising: 

means for ranViomly altering a portion of said back- 
ground image to generateVan altered image; 

means for combining said altered image and a mask 
pattern to generate a composite image; and 

means for combining said composite image and a re- 
maining portion of said bacKground image to draw said revised 
image . \ 

12. An image drawing apparatus according to claim 11, 
wherein said means for randomly altering said portion of said 
background image comprises: \ 

means for capturing saM portion of said background 
image as a texture image and for dVawing said texture image in 
a predetermined texture area; \ 

means for randomly selecting an animation pattern 
from a plurality of animation patterns; and 

means for altering said texture image according to 
said selected animation pattern to formXsaid altered image. 

13. An apparatus for drawing a randomly changing image 
of an object and a shimmering image aVound said randomly 
changing image, comprising: \ 



means A^r randomly altering a portion of a back- 
ground image to gemerate an altered image; 

means foA combining said altered image and a mask 
pattern to draw a composite image; 

means for combining said composite image and a re- 
maining portion of saic^ background image to generate a revised 
image ; 

means for establishing a drawing pattern of said ob- 
ject, said drawing pattern including a plurality of extraction 
areas, each extraction ai^ea including a portion of said draw- 
ing pattern; 

means for extracting said portion of said drawing 
pattern from one of said extraction areas such that said one 
extraction area is advanced \by a predetermined distance in a 
defined direction after each extraction; 

means for combining \ said extracted portion of said 
drawing pattern and another ma^k pattern to generate another 
composite image; and 

means for combining sai)d another composite image and 
said revised image to draw a combined image . 

14. An image drawing apparatus according to claim 13, 
wherein said means for randomly alte\:ing said portion of said 
background image comprises: 

means for captiaring said portV.on of said background 
image as a texture image and for drawing ^aid texture image in 
a predetermined texture area; 

means for randomly selecting an\ animation pattern 
from a plurality of animation patterns; and 

means for altering said texture im>age according to 
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said selected animation pattern to form said altered image. 

15. An image drawing apparatus according to claim 13^ 
further comprising\ 

means for\ randomly selecting said another mask pat- 
tern from a plurality of mask patterns. 

16. A recording\ medium recorded with a program and data 
for drawing a randoml^ changing image of an object, said pro- 
gram comprising: \ 

establishing a drawing pattern of said object, said 
drawing pattern including a plurality of extraction areas, 
each extraction area incjVading a portion of said drawing pat- 
tern; \ 

extracting said portion of said drawing pattern from 
one of said extraction areas\ 

combining said extracted portion of said drawing 
pattern and a mask pattern to Mraw a composite image; and 

repeating said extraoting and combining steps for a 
next extraction area located at ^ predetermined distance in a 
defined direction from a previous ^extraction area. 

17. A recording medium according to claim 16, wherein 
said program further comprises randomly selecting said mask 
pattern from a plurality of mask patterns. 

18. A recording medium recordecft with a program and data 
for drawing a revised image including Va shimmering image in a 
background image, said program comprising : 

randomly altering a portion ofXsaid background image 
to generate an altered image; \ 

combining said altered image an^ a mask pattern to 
generate a composite image; \ 
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combining said composite image and a remaining por- 
tion of said background image to draw said revised image; and 

repeating sa\d randomly altering step and said 
combining steps . 

19. A recording medium according to claim 18, wherein 
said randomly altering stejf comprises : 

capturing said poVtion of said background image as a 
texture image and drawing ^aid texture image in a predeter- 
mined texture area; 

randomly selecting\ an animation pattern from a 
plurality of animation patterns; and 

altering said texture image according to said se- 
lected animation pattern to form said altered image. 

20. A recording medium reaorded with a program and data 
for drawing a randomly changing iVnage of an object and a shim- 
mering image around said randomly \changing image, said program 
comprising : 

randomly altering a portion of a background image to 
generate an altered image; 

combining said altered ima^e and a mask pattern to 
draw a composite image; 

combining said composite imagte and a remaining por- 
tion of said background image to generate a revised image; 

establishing a drawing pattern \af said object, said 
drawing pattern including a plurality on extraction areas, 
each extraction area including a portion of\said drawing pat- 
tern; 

extracting said portion of said drawing pattern from 
one of said extraction areas; 
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combining \said extracted portion of said drawing 
pattern and another rri^sk pattern to generate another composite 
image ; 

combining saiVl another composite image and said re- 
vised image to draw a combined image; and 

repeating said\ extracting step, said step of combin- 
ing said extracted portion and said another mask, and said 
step of combining said another composite image and said re- 
vised image for a next extraction area located at a predeter- 
mined distance in a definec^ direction from a previous extrac- 
tion area. 

21. A recording mediumV according to claim 20, wherein 
said randomly altering step comprises: 

capturing said porticm of said background image as a 
texture image and drawing said\ texture image in a predeter- 
mined texture area; 

randomly selecting aii animation pattern from a 
plurality of animation patterns; s^nd 

altering said texture iknage according to said se- 
lected animation pattern to form sa^d altered image, 

22. A recording medium according to claim 20, wherein 
said program further comprises: 

randomly selecting said and^ther mask pattern from a 
plurality of mask patterns. 

23. A program readable and executable by a computer for 
drawing a randomly changing image of a\ object, said program 
comprising : 

establishing a drawing pattern said object, said 

drawing pattern including a plurality on extraction areas. 
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each extraction area\ including a portion of said drawing pat- 
tern; \ 

extracting ^id portion of said drawing pattern from 
one of said extraction Vareas ; 

combining said extracted portion of said drawing 
pattern and a mask pattern to draw a composite image; 

outputting saip composite image for display on a 
monitor; and \ 

repeating said extracting, combining and outputting 
steps for a next extract:uon area located at a predetermined 
distance in a defined direction from a previous extraction 
area. \ 

24. A program readable and executable by a computer for 
drawing a revised image iricluding a shimmering image in a 
background image, said progratna comprising: 

randomly altering a\ portion of said background image 
to generate an altered image; \ 

combining said altened image and a mask pattern to 
generate a composite image; \ 

combining said composite image and a remaining por- 
tion of said background image to\draw said revised image; 

outputting said revisecn image for display on a moni- 
tor; and \ 

repeating said randomly altering step, said combin- 
ing steps and said outputting step. \ 

25. A program readable and executable by a computer for 
drawing a randomly changing image of Vn object and a shimmer- 
ing image around said randomly changiiag image, said program 
comprising: \ 
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randomly; altering a portion of a background image to 
generate an altered image; 

combining \ said altered image and a mask pattern to 
draw a composite image; 

combining saVd composite image and a remaining por- 
tion of said backgroundXimage to generate a revised image; 

establishing a\ drawing pattern of said object, said 
drawing pattern including a plurality of extraction areas, 
each extraction area including a portion of said drawing pat- 
tern; \ 

extracting said aortion of said drawing pattern from 
one of said extraction areaa; 

combining said extracted portion of said drawing 
pattern and another mask pattern to generate another composite 
image; \ 

combining said another composite image and said re- 
vised image to draw a combined image; 

outputting said combined image for display on a 
monitor; and \ 

repeating said extracting step, said step of combin- 
ing said extracted portion and said\ another mask, said step of 
combining said another composite imaue and said revised image, 
and said outputting step for a next extraction area located at 
a predetermined distance in a definedX direction from a previ- 
ous extraction area. \ 
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
